Response to Amendment 

1 . Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 6-1 0, 1 2 and addition of 
claims 13-16 cited in Amendment A dated 7-24-03. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in Paper No. 4 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 1-5 and 1 1 are now generic and link battery and 
capacitor claims. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Claims 14 and 16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper 
No. 4. Claims 1-5, 11, 13 and 1 5 have been examined on their merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-5, 11, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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There is no support in the specification for the phrase "charge storage device" 
because this is a broader category than that of a battery or a capacitor which does have 
support in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-3, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mount 
et al. The redox reaction and induced structural changes of 5-substituted indole films. 
Mount et al. teaches the electrochemical behavior of two types of electrodeposited 
redox active indole trimer films, 5-cyanoindole and indole-5-carboxylic acid in 
acetonitrile electrolyte systems. Mount et al. teaches on page 5177 that the applicability 
of the system can be used in a wide range of applications such as sensing and 
biomediation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 13 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
